Vpon Holy Thursday, in the morning , according to; the 
good and laudable cuſtom of France, the Generall Abſoſu- 
tion is given , in the great Hall at the Kings court : where 
his wal Chriſtian Maieſtie., with many Princes, and his 
whole Court ate preſear. Firſt beginnes a Sermon ;the Bishop 
in his robes, accompanied with the Clergic , gives the Abſo. 
lution, and all vpon theit knees fing the M;/erere mes Dems, 
with the Vetſes and Prayers following. This Ceremonie is 
a fign of the Sactamenrall Abſolution, which heerrofore was 
given to thoſe finners , 'who had don Pennance in the Lenr. 
And this day is alſo called Abſolution Thurſday ; becauſe 
Penitears are then Abſolved , and admitted to participate of 
the Euchariſt , ir being that day, on which Icſus-Chriſt inf. 
tirured it : and thereby the chntch shewe? vs, that ar .pre- 
ſenr She inflits nor fo fevere' Pennances now as' formetly , 
yet $hee reaches them ro do fruites worthy of Pennance , 
that they may be admitted to participate. of this Holy Sa- 
crament, on this day, whereon Chriſt our ſavicur began ,b 
his Paſſion, the worke of our redemption to God his Father.

FOR THE VVASHING 
OF THE FEET 


The Church, imitaring the example and command, which 
our bleſſed Sauiour gane vs celebrates this day the ceremo- 
nic of washing feet; and 'reacheth vs, that he thereby hath 
recommended humility , and Charitic among vs, and to bee 
carefull that wee cleanſe our ſelues from the leaſt fins ; fi- 

ured vnto vs by the filth, that ſticks to our feer. Tis that, 
which the Church preſents vnto vs.by Antiphons , by the 
verſes of the Pſalms, and by the prayers ſung in this cere- 
monie. Bleſſing God-for the graces beſtowed on vs through 
our Lord leſus- Chrift, where wee mult obſerve ,, that he 
calls it 2a new command 5 wherein hee obliged ys to. love 
one another. For that the old command, given vato Moy- 
ſes, and engraven vpon the Tables of the Ts ; was to love 
ones neighbour as ones felfe. But Ieſus - Chriſt had made it 
2 new command , by the extent he gave it 5 requiring vsto 
loue our neighbour , more then our ſelves , even as to this 
temporall life ; that is to ſay, as Chriſt gave his life for vs, 
fowe ought. to offer vp ours for our neigh bour , vpon cer= 
fain occaſions as if his ſalvation werein danger, we oughr 
ro expole our life to preſerve him, 


The practice of this 'dayes ceremonie is vety anctent. For 
S. Auguſtin, in h's Epiſtle, and the 19. Conncill-of Toledo 
held in the ſeaventh Age, in the third Canon , and S. Eli- 
gius, Bighop of Noyon in the Same Age, in his fourth and 
Eigth Homilie of our Lords Supper , makes mention of it.
